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REMARKS 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-23, and 25-35 are pending in this application. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-23, 
25-26, and 28-35 have been allowed. Claim 27 has been rejected and has been amended as 
indicated above. 

Rejection- 35 U.S.C. S 103 

The Office has rejected claim 27 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over Kim 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,891,241) in view of Gallagher (U.S. Patent No. 5,640,343) for the 
reasons listed on page 2 of the Office Action. 

Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection for the reasons of record. Namely, that the 
Office has not shown that Kim et al. teach a device containing a MRE that contains a first 
conductive layer connected to terminals via leads. And the Office has not argued — or even 
alleged — ^that Gallagher describes this limitation. And since the Office has not shown that either 
reference describes such a limitation individually, it would be nearly impossible for the Office to 
substantiate that the combination of the references would suggest this limitation. 

For the above reasons, the Office has not substantiated that the proposed combination of 
Kim et al. and Gallagher suggests every limitation in the amended claims. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of this ground of rejection. 

Allowed Claims 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-23, 25-26, and 28-35 have 
been allowed. 
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CONCLUSION
